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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Objections 


Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: "damage is created 
: 'in" a result", should "in" be a as"? Appropriate correction is required. 


The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 


Claims 1 & 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Troitski (US Pat. 6,417,485). 

Troitski discloses an apparatus for creating points or areas of laser-induced 
damage inside a transparent material. Patterns are created inside a transparent 
material using a pulsed laser. Once the beam is emitted from the laser it is directed to a 
beamsplitter. Beams are then directed to an optical system, which forms a pattern of the 
laser output that will be focused inside the transparent material. Additionally, a transfer 
mirror is used and computer control maintains the system operation, (abstract, col. 1, 
lines 14-17, col. 9. lines 8-20, col. 10. lines 29-68, figures 3 & 5).
